(Weekly Review of National Affairs)

Ottawa, October 10th— The next 
session of the Dominion parliament 
will oen some time in January, probab- 
ly in the early paprt of the month. In 
the meantime parliament still stands 
adjourned and is subject to call at any 
time should any acute aggravation of 
the war situation demand it. The 
brime minister feels that the  situa- 
tion “is less anxious than when parlia- 
Ment adjourned in August.” Then an 
invasion of Britain seemed possible if 
not probable; now it doesn’t look as if 
there will be an invasion this year “al- 
though no one would venture a conti- 
dent prediction on this subject.” As 
originally arranged parliament will 
meet on November 5th, but only to ad- 
Journ again and no public business 
will be transacted. Western members 
are not likely to attend the November 
meeting, because of the distance they 
have to travel. The government will 
arrange that a quorum of members is 
present, 

The minister of national defence, 
ol. Ralston, will visit London before 
Darliament again meets in January, to 
discuss with Mr Churchill and other 
British ministers the war program of 
the coming months, The late minister 
of national defence, Norman Rogers, 
made a similar visit last spring. Col. 
Ralston will be in a position to report 
fully to the government and __pariia: 
ment, thus rendering invaluable aid 
to Canada’s end of the co-operative 
war effort, 

The minister of agriculture and ot 
national war services, James Gardiner, 
will consult also with British officials 
in London on the British requirements 
of food and other essential war mater. 
ials for the coming months and how 
Canada can aid most effectively in 
supplying these needs. Mr. Gardiner’s 
report to Parliament will also be ex- 
tremely important. Canada’s farmers 
and other primary producers are play 
ing a vital role in the war, 

(The Sirois Report) 

The report of the Royal Commission 
on Domioion-Provincial Relations has 
not been shelved for the duration ot 
the war. There will be no attempt 
without a plenary conference with the 
provinces to consider the principal re- 
commendations of the comission, but 
some features of the report may be re- 
flected in legislation to come before 
Parliament in the next session. This 
has been explained by the Prime Mi 
ister, 

(The Joint Defence Board)

(Cost of Living in Canada) 

During the first year of the war the 
cost of living, including food, : ouse 
heating, rentals, etc., has increased by 
4.6 wr cent. In the first two or three 
weeks of the war, that is during Sept- 
ember 1939, prices increased by about 
one half this amount; since then ad- 
vances on the average have been very 
gradual, There is no doubt that 
through the exercise of the wide pow- 
ers conferred on it by the government, 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Beard 
has been largel yinstrumental in pre- 
venting price “excesses”, There has 
been a fairly big increase in the cost 


of certain meats. Investigations by 
board auditors show, however, that 
this increase is not being put on by 


packers or middlemen, The farmers 
are receiving in large measure what- 
ever benefits accrue. The rise in the 
costs of anthracite coal has been caus: 
ed, it is stated, by advanced pprices at 
the pit head, by the difference in ex- 
change value between the U. S. and 
Canadian dollar and the ten per cent 
war exchange tax which is levied on 
imports from non-British countries. In 
the case of Welsh anthracite, ocean 
freights and wer risk insurance as 
well ag increased prices at the mine, 
account for the rise. Wool leather and 
sugar are among commodities control- 
led and prices bave held steady during

‘the past few months, while in the case 
of wool and sugar, stocks are rep.en 
ished through the British organiza 
tions that have acquired Empire 
duction of these commodities. 

The object of the price regulation 
measures have been to prevent the ex 
cesses that were experienced in - the 
last war, and to prevent the disast 
rous “bolloon pricking” that 
Dlace after 1918.

country has now reached a _ twenty 
year peak, During teh month of Aug 
ust manufacturing plants increased 
their staffs by more than 20,000 per- 
sons, Skilled workmen are in demand 
and the government has warned em- 
ployers to stop the practise of ‘‘entic- 
ing” workmen from one plant to anoth- 
er because this tends to disorganize 
industry.

In the Hansard report dated August 


6th, Norman Jaques, M. P. for Wet- 
askiwin, asked the question “Why 
were all the animals slaughtered in 


Wainwright Park?” The following ans 
wer was given. 

Mr Crerar— The number of 
Wainwright buffalo park had 
ereased considerably. This park coy 
ers an area of 197 1-2 and 
there were in it two or three thousand 
buffalo as well as a considerable num 
ber of deer of various kinds. The net 
cost of the park since establish 
ment was in the neighborhood 
$500,000, and the annual maintenance 
cost ran from $45,000 to $50,000, In 
order to keep down the animal popul- 
ation, several years ago slaughterings 
took place at which time it was dis- 
covered that some of the buflalo 
well as some of the deer were infected 
With tuberculosis.

Island Park is located some 25 or 30 
miles out of Edmonton, tnd there are 
over 100 healthy buffalo in that park 
where grazing conditions are much 
better than they were at Wainwright. 
There are also about 75 buffalo in Rid- 
ing Mountain park in Manitoba, where 
grazing conditions are also good, More 
than ten years ago several thousand 
buffalo were moved to the Wood buf 
falo park in northern Alberta.. It is 
not known how many buffalo are there 
at the present time, but we believe the 
number has been substantially increas- 
ed, The original purpose for which 
Wainwright buffalo park was estab 
lished, that is to preserve buffalo, is 
amptly accomplished, 

This park has now been taken ove! 
for the duration of the war by the De 
partment of National Defence, Its 
size enables the manoeuvring and 
training of troops as well as the use ol 
artillery. It is not easy to tind a loca- 
tion on the prairies for artillery prac- 
tice where shells may be thrown from 
five to seven miles. Then the park Is 
fenced, which gives an additional pro- 
tection in connection with the train- 
ing of troops and the use of artillery. 
These briefly are the reasons why the 
animals were slaughtered last fall. We 
realized as much as possible on the

Pericles and the sculptor 
had a dream of covering the Acropelis 
With a mass of beautiful buildings in 
the third century B. C. In order that 
Greece and even posterity might see 
it they turned the vision into a wonder 
of reality with their haud, Their hand 
made it the glory of Athens if not of 
the whole ancient world,
